Canyon Park House 
Breakers Go In For 
Plumbing Fixtures 

Two rather unusual burglaries 
occurcd in the Sierra Madre Can¬ 
yon district, one on Saturday 
morning and the other on Sunday. 
In both instances the thieves were 
Interested in plumbing equipment 
and hardware not ordinarily iden¬ 
tified with the wants of a house¬ 
breaker.

right of judicial condemnation be¬ 
cause he declared himself a free 
Roman. Such a condition is par¬ 
allelled in Europe today by dic¬ 
tatorships which disregard law as 
an Impartial yardstick to be ap¬ 
plied to everyone from a similar 
perspective, and which instead al¬ 
low predjudice of religion, race 
and politics to rule. 

"Dictatorship,” Judge Yankwich 
said emphatically, "is paramount 
to a surrender of the right to 
think. That is the easy way. It 
is simple to give up your 08”“ 
and your responsibilities, and tell 
the state to go ahead and do 
what it thinks is best .

I One of the most interesting 
studies of appropriations made by 
the last Congress has been pre¬ 
pared by the Connecticut Eco¬ 
nomic Council. It shows that the 
enormous sum of $10,073,000,000 
was appropriated and that dis¬ 
bursement of this sum in 1936 
would put Uncle Sam in the po¬ 
sition of spending $2.50 for every 
$1.00 he receives in tax collec¬ 
tions. It has been estimated that, 
despite Increases in the Federal 
income, the government faces a 
deficit of from four-and-a-half to 
six billions in 1936—in addition 
to the public debt which amounted 
to approximately $30,000,000,000 
on September 24. That amount 
exceeds by $3,000,000,000 the war¬ 
time peak. It shows an Increase 
in Federal indebtedness of more 
than $13,000,000,000.
